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Judge Wood at Boise Denies Applica- 


tion of Defense in Murder Case 


for Bill of Particulars 


WILL GO ON TRIAL 


OT CITY 


Scope of Gas Suit Case Just 


Begun in Fedsral 


Court. 


Boise, Idaho. May S.—The motion for 


a bill of particulars filed by the de- 
fense in the case of W. D. Haywood, 
secretary and treasurer ot" the West- 
ern Federation of 
Miners, 
charged 


•with the murder nf former Governor 
Steur.enberg, was denied this morning 
by Judge Fremont Wood. 


"Counsel for the deft-nse noted excep- 
tion to Judge Wood's ruling. 
They 


then announced that ho 
would 
bo 


ready for trial to proceed tomorrow 
morning. Haywood was remanded to 
the custody of the sheriff and court 
was adjourned. 


Other than the lawyers and newspa- 


per writers there was 
less than a 


score of persons in the court room this 
morning when Judge Wood announced 
his decision from the matter of a bill 
of particulars filed by the defense In 
the case of Haywood, the first ot the 
officials of the Western Federation of 
Miners to he called for trial. 


Haywood, clean-shaven, was brought 


into the court room by a jailer and 
took his 
place beside 
his 
counsel, 


Messrs. Richardson, of Denver, and 
Clarence S. Darrow, of Chicago. 


Judge Wood disposed of several mo- 


tions in oivil cases before coming to 
the matter of the bill of particulars 
under the Haywood indictment. 


The special counsel for the state in 


the trial were all present for the first 
time. James H. llawley, of Boise, sen- 
ior counsel and one of the most prom- 
inent criminal lawyers in the west, sat 
beside Senator Uorah 
with 
Public 


Prosecutor Van Dyn, the third of tho 
lawyers, at the state's counsel table. 


Judge Wood's Ruling. 


In deciding the motion, Judge Wood 


said in part: 


"An examination of the indictment 


In this case disclosed the fact that 
the offense charged jn each count is 
set forth with great care and particu- 
larly the time and place are specifi- 
cally set forth as well as the person 
on whom the assault was made and 
the specific means by which the blow 
which produced death was struck. A 
hill of particulars could not convey 
any information to the defendant on 
these questions which he does not al- 
ready possess. The only question is 
this: 
Assuming that the state must 


prove conspiracy and that the defend- 
ant was connected therewith, which 
conspiracy resulted in the death ot 
Frank Stcunenherg, is the defendant 
entitled to the particularism Inn of tho

Atlantic Liners to Ignore 


Freight and Carry Their 


Passengers. 


New York, May 8.—From present In- 


dications it does not appear that the 
big 
trans-Atlantic 
steamship 
com- 


panies propose to permit any disar- 
rangement of the sailing engagements 
as a result of the strike of 'longshore- 
men which has been 
becoming in- 


creasingly serious during the past few 
days. Just at this time the eastward 
tide of tourists is at its height and 
every steamer scheduled to sail for 
weeks is 
booked almost to it's ca- 


pacity. 


When 
the 
'longshoremen 
strike 


movement reached serious proportions 
and thousands of tons of freight were 
lying at every dock with none to put 
it aboard the steamers it was believed 
that serious delays would result. 


Will Not Bother With Freight. 


It now appears, however, that the 


companies have decided to give the 
freight only secondary consideratior 
for the present, at least, and to sem 
their passenger 
steamers 
away on 


time even if thsir holds are practicallj 
empty. Up to the present time only 
one of the big trans-Atlantic lines ha 
permitted any appreciable 
delay in 


sending away a scheduled 
steamer 


That was tho Kroonland,1 of the Rei 
Star line, which sailed last Monda; 
after a two days' delay occasioned b 
inability of the line to procure men to 
fill her cavernous holds 
with 
mer- 


chandise. Yesterday half a dozen big 
liners, including the Kaiser Wilhelm 
' Der Grosse, of the 
North 
German 


Lloyd, and the giant Caronia. of the 
Curiard line, sailed only slightly be- 
hind their regular schedules, and tho 
companies declare that the steamers 
scheduled to go out today will leave 
their docks on time. 
All of 
them, 


however, will take short cargoes. 


Leviathan Has Light Cargo. . 


The 20,000-ton Baltic of the White 


Star line will have only 2.000 tons of 
cargo and the Noordam of the Holland- 
American line -will carry only about 
two-thirds of her normal 
cargo of 


freight. Both will have full cabins. 


The attitude of the steamship com- 


panies toward the men is unchanged, 
so far as could be learned today. .1.

The testimony, arguments and in- 


structions In the case of 
Charles 


Laughlin, charged with the murder of

charge of the bailiff to consider a ver- 


ict. 
Most of the forenoon was taken up 
•ith the argument of Henry Colerick 
ho made a hard attack upon the evi- 
ence of the defense and dwelt largely 
pon the fact that the two men had 
onspirecl to kill the poor victim atul 
hat Laughlin had not only confessed 
triking a blow but expressed the hope 
hat he had killed his man. 


There was more public, interest in 


he arguments than In the evidence, 
and all during the day and a half in 
which the lawyers have been putting 
heir case before the jury the court 
room has been crowded. The parents 
and a great number of the relatives of 
.he young prisoner sat with him while 
.he addresses were being made. 


After being locked In their room 


about, an hour the jury was taken out 
to dinner. The jury returned to the 
room at 1:30 and again 1onk up the 
task of deliberating a verdict. 


Instructions to Jury. 


Mr. Colerick finished his argumen' 


before the jury, in the course of which 
he made a powerful plea, for the con 
viction of the young prisoner, a few 
minutes hefoje 11 o'clock this rnorn 
ing, and after a short recess. Judge 
O'Rourke took up the reading of th 
instructions. He explained as a pre 
face the counts in the indictment 
dwelling upon the law governing the 
various degrees of murder and man- 
slaughter as it related to the charges 
against Laughlin. and said that it has 
been the duty of the state to prove 
his guilt beyond a reasonable doubt.

I do not indeed consider it any 
part of the department's duty to fur- 
nish a liberal daily supply of headlines 
for newspapers and the department, is 
not administered with that laudable 
end in view; but for this opinion and 
its practical application, no one is re- 
sponsible or should be blamed but my 
unworthy self."

Not. an instant was to be lost, so the 


doctor did not take time to fetch In- 
struments from the surgical 
ward. 


He whipped out. his pocket knife, op- 
ened a sharp blade, dipped it in an 
antiseptic solution and with Its keen 
point made an exterior incision in the 
sufferer's trachea. 


Through the opening the air fairly 


whistled into Hirsrh's lungs. It. was 
as if the doctor had loosened a man's 
grip that had been throttling Hirscli. 


In a few minutes a tube such as is 


used in severe cases of diphtheria was 
inserted in the opening and through 
it Hirsch breathed freely. The other 
surgeons who were called Immediate- 
ly said the tracheotomy was success- 
ful and that. Hirsch will recover.
